GET IT. 



If a settlement of the railway misun- 
derstanding can be obtained on a basis 
that will observe the sj>irit of the Car- 
narvon terms, we imagine that few per- 
sons will care much about tho letter of 
that treaty. If, instead of the Island 
railway being built by the Dominion 
Government it can bo built, equipped, 
and run with' Dominion Government 
money by a private company, we do not 
tliink that any very serious objection 
would be urged hero to the arrange- 
ment. If, in place of the Dominion 
Government passing a Bill to secure 
the construction of the road as a Do- 
minion Government work it were to 
obtain authority from tho Ottawa Par- 
liament to pay to this Province a sum 
of money sufficient in amount to secure 
its construction by a private company, 
wo feel confident that nine out of ev- 
ery ten men in tho country would favor 
tho adoption of such a scheme. Hair- 
splitters — cantankerous men who pro- 
.fess to be "spilin' for a fight" — would 
raise their voices in opposition to any 
settlement that would tend to compose 
the misunderstanding between tho Do- 
minion and Columbia ; but their voices 
would bo drowned in the loud shouts 
ofjacclaim that would arise on all sides. 
For our part, wo don't care in what 
way the Carnarvon terms may bo car- 
ried out, so long as they are carried out 
in effect. We do not believe the Island 
Railway Bill could be re introduced 
into the Dominion Parliament with a 
reasonable show of success ; but we do 
think that any well-considered scheme 
for the granting of a money subsidy to 
build a line of railway from Esquhnalt 
to Nanaimo would bo passed by that 
Parliament. The Dominion Govern- 
ment ottered the Province the sum of 
§750,000 cash in lieu of the Island 
road. The Colonist was the first jour- 
nal in British Columbia to declare that 
that otter was too insignificant to be 
entertained ; and that no sum that 
would be insufficient to insure tho con- 
struction of the railway could or would 
bo accepted. We accepted the princi- 
ple of compensation from the first. 
Lord Carnarvon in his dispatch written 
fifteen months later urged tho Province 
to admit that principle. We do not 
hesitate to repeat what wo have often 
asserted that this is the only basis on 
which tho difficulty can bo settled : The 
main line, and a sum of money 
that will build, equip and run the Is- 
land railway, — the amount necessary 
to ett'ect the object to be determined by 
Majesty's Principal Secretary for the 
Colonies. That is the way in which to 
present the case so as to enlist tho sym- 
pathy and support of every member 'of 
the new House. At this moment one- 
half the Province ispulling in a direction 
opposite to that in which the other half 
is pulling. Tho two halves remind us 
of the famous Siamese twins — Chang 
and Eng. When they quarrelled they 
tried to walk away from each other, 
and, consequently, stood stock still. 
When their minds wore in perfect ac- 
cord they moved along pleasantly in 
company. Wc want to see this whole 
Province move as one man towards the 
accomplishment of a common object — 
and small and weak as wc may be that 
object will be attained. Now, then, 
how can this people be brought to act 
upon a common impulse ? By the Gov- 
ernment approaching the consideration 
of the grave matters involved in a spirit 
of dignity, moderation and good sense 
that would well become a party so 
strong that it can afford to do rigid. It 
is the duty of the press on both sidos 
to urge tho adoption of a policy of uni- 
fication by the Government. No true 
friend either of Government or people 
would counsel a different course. Wo are 
sorry to observe that tho Standard, 
which appears to take a peculiar de- 
light in unduly exciting tho popular 
mind on this and kindred topics, is vio- 
lently opposed to any compromise 
whatsoever. In the leading article of 
yesterday it says : — " It would be just 
as easy for the Government of the Do- 
minion to equip the Island line, as to 
give the Provinco the money to do it, 
but their doing so would holp to ratify 
the Carnarvon Terms, which is what 
they wish to avoid. We are persuaded 
that the true welfare of the Provinco 
consists in preserving the integrity of 
the Carnarvon Terms and rejecting all 
idea of further compromise." This 
extract is pure claptrap, and perfectly 
nonsensical to boot. Canada owes 
British Columbia a railway Mom • lis- 
quimalt to Nanaimo; and ■ is not to 
be allowed to pay to Britisn Columbia, 
or to promote company by way of com- 
pensation, a sum of money sufficient to 
build the line. We have no desire to 
see the Province "humbly beg" the 
Mackenzie government for anything; 
but we do earnestly wish to see tho 
Province adopt a sensible and patriotic 
course in place of the ridiculous posi- 
tion the Standard tried to force it into 
in 1S76, when Lord Dutt'erin was here, 
viz: to demand that the railway should 
como via Bute Inlet to Esquhnalt or 
the Provinco would secede. By the 
way, referring to files of 1876* we make 
an important discovery. Wc find that 
tho position we take now was then as- 
sumed by tho Standard, the Standard 
which is hoarsely shouting no compro- 
mise and threatening unpleasant conse- 
quences if the Carnivon terms bo not 
carried out in letter as well as spirit. 
Wo quote from our contemporary of 
September 2 2d, 187(5: 

"We all know that if the Dominion 
Government once undertook to build 
it, (tho Nanaimo-Esquimalt road) in 
good earnest it would soon, be in run- 
ning order. If, however, a political 
exigency in the opinion of the people 
at the helm of State prevents them 
building it as a Dominion public work, 
then by all means let us have it construct- 
ed by the Provincial Government, or acom- 



pany. It is the road ice want, no mat- 
le>- who may build t own and operate it. In 
expressing our willingness, however to 
see the railway constructed either by 
Provincial or private enterprise, we are 
to be understood as expecting that 
such subsidie in money, lands, or 
guarantees of interests will be given as 
will enable the Province or company to 
build and operate it successfully." 

It is the Island road we want, "no 
matter who may build, own and oper- 
ate it;" and the surest way to enlist 
the support and sympathy of the peo- 
ple of both sections is to adopt a policy 
and pursue a course that both will ap- 
prove of. All wo ask of our contem- 
porary is to stick to the proposal we laid 
down in tho above extract and he will 
shortly enjoy the exquisite pleasuro of 
having all rail commuticution from 
Victoria to Nanaimo. 



THE CITY 'WATER. 



The water supplied the City is of the 
foulest description. It contains de- 
cayed vegetable matter which may be 
seen by holding a glass of the water»up 
to the light, and a nondescript trans- 
parent living object, all tail, head and 
eyes that may be discerned swimming 
about in the murky liquid with the 
aid of a glass. Surely, this should not 
be. Tho City has paid about §200,000 
for a water privilege and gets a liquid 
the consistency of pea-soup. The 
trouble is said to bo at tho fountain 
head; the tiltors are reported to he de- 
fective. No doubt they are; but if the 
water were reasonably pure, tho slight 
filterage it receives would be sufficient 
to prevent foreign bodies from enter- 
ing the pipes and thence the stom- 
achs of citizens. We begin to fear, 
notwithstanding all the expense that 
has attended the erection of tho works, 
that the water itself is too impure for 
domestic use, and that before long an- 
other and better sourco of supply will 
have to be sought. Every day the dan- 
ger is growing, because the interior of 
the pipes are choking with slime, 
amongst which the nondescript objects 
alluded to reproduce themselves with 
frightful rapidity. 

THE FISHERIES* A"WAHD PAID. 

After scenes of unseemly wrangling, 
which were anything but creditable to 
Congress, the U. S. Government have 
been authorized, by a direct vote of the 
House, to pay the five millions and a 
half dollars awarded Canada by the 
Halifax arbitration. The contention 
of a minority of the members of Con- 
gress was that because the award was 
not the unanimous finding of the Com- 
mission (the American Commissioner 
having dissented to tho finding) it was 
not binding. The law advisers of the 
Government, however, blew that con- 
tention to tho four winds, and there- 
after the opposition was confined to a 
few fireaters who profess to believe 
that the United States should finally 
settle the fisheries and several other in- 
ternational questions by gobbling up 
Canada. Tho national honor of the 
Republic has been seriously comprom- 
ised by the spirit in which tho matter 
has been dealt with by its public men; 
and it is gratifying to find that reason 
and justice have triumphed after a hot 
contest with demagogism. The money 
is paid for the enjoyment of a twelve 
years' use of the eastern maritime fish- 
eries, five years of which have already 
expired; so that in 1883 another treaty 
affecting tho same privileges will have 
to be framed, when the right of British 
Columbia to be admitted to its benefits 
may be advanced. 



THE INTERNATIONAL BOAT 
RACE. 



How tho "World's Champion Caaio in 
Winner. 

[Toronto Globe's Dispatch. ] 

PiTTsnuito, Juno 20. 

After a great deal of trouble about a 
boat to carry the judges and referee, 
Mr. Davis, Hanlan's judge, succeeded in 
chartering tho big side-wheel steamer 
Jack Gumbert, the captain of which, F. 
Rhodes, was the only master who could 
be induced to undertake the service. As 
this boat was too large to run down the 
course with the men, the river being 
here only about two hundred yards 
wide, it was decided to send her down 
with the judges and a few friends of 
the men, and to have the referee pull 
a shell over the upper portion of the 
course. Colonel Shaw, Pat Luther, and 
a few more friends of Hanlan occupied 
the judges' boat, which also carried a 
large number of Pittsburgers. 

Everything being in readiness, tho 
men were started at six o'clock, Han- 
lan jumping away with a lead of half a 
length, and pulling 36 strokes per min- 
ute. Morris meant business, and fol- 
lowed closely, pulling a slightly quick- 
er stroke. Hanlan steadily drew away 
from the big fellow, however, and by 
the time a mile was completed he was 
ahead by three lengths. Morris now be- 
gan to realize the sort of man he had to 
deal with, and followed round tho big 
bend, pulling 20 strokes a minute in 
the swift water ofY Powers' Run, and 
.38 as he dropped into tho slower cur- 
rent below it. All this while Hanlan 
was steadily widening the gap' at an 
uuvarying thirty-six per minute stroke. 
As they passed tho Jack Gumbert, a 
quarter of a mile from tho turn- 
ing buoys, Hanlan was pulling a beau- 
tiful stroke, ami looking as cool and 
fresh as if lie had been taking his regu- 
lar afternoon paddle. "Pshaw," said 
Pat Luther, "Morris is no more than a 
baby with that man. He's a better 
man than George Brown ever was. He's 
the coolest man I ever saw pull a race." 

At the stake boat Hanlan turned 
with a good four lengths the best of it, 
and it was apparent that Morris had 
shot his bolt, from the fact that as 
they repassed the Gumbert Hanlan 
was leading by nearly seven lengths, 
and taking it easy, while Morris had 
his teeth set and was pulling as if for 
his life. 



At Powers' run, a mile and a third 
from the finish, Hanlan led »_.■• mere 
than eight lengths, but as he struck the 
swift water the Pittsburger closed ilfPn 
him so rapidly that his friends began 
to cheer lustily. As soon, however, as 
Morris struck the swift water he ceased 
to close up, and as Hanlan saw that he 
had his man beaten lie took it very 
easily, only pulling about twenty-nine 
strokes to the minute, and frequently 
exchanging a friendly greeting with 
friends whom ho happened to recognize 
on the bank. Ho even stopped two or 
three times to rest on his oars and wait 
for the big fellow, who occasionally 
spirted to thirty-six per minute; but it 
was now apparent to the most obstinate 
supporters of Morris that the races were 
practically over. Tho Pittsburger was 
evidently distressed, while Hanlan was 
looking as fresh and smiling as though 
it was only play for him. At tho end 
of four miles ho was leading by four 
lengths, and for the last mile he only- 
pulled twenty-eight strokes to the min- 
ute and even then ho only allowed his 
opponent to close one length on him, 
for ho finally passed his stake boat with 
three full lengths to tho good. Official 
time 37 minutes. Some outside timers 
made it 36:30, but considering the 
stage of water at which (he race was 
pulled, the time as officially announced 
is extremely fast — at least so it is con- 
sidered here.

'THE S00TENAT SCANDAL. 



Sitting: of tho Royal Commission. 

Tho Royal Commission, consisting of 
Chief Justice Sir Matthew Baillio Begbie, 
Mr. Justico Creaso and Mr. Justice Gray, 
appointed to enquire into tho truth of the 
allegations of corruption mado by the 
members for Kootenay against the Hon. 
Mr. Elliott, resumed its sitting yesterday, 
(having been adjourned since April 10th). 
Mr. Gr A. Kelly, late constable' at Koote- 
nay, was present and was placed in the 
witness-box. 

Mr. Kelly, before being sworn, applied 
that his expenses might be paid. He had 
not been summoned, but had considered 
that it would not bo right of him to leave 
tho country, as ho was about to do, after 
ho had received the letter from the secre- 
tary of tho commission. 

The Chief Justice said that Mr. Kelly 
was in a more favorable position than ho 
thought, for tho Royal Commission had 
decided to summons him to appear, and 
ho might therefore rest certain that his 
reasonable oxpenses would be paid. 

Mr. Kelly was then sworn and said that 
in tho spring of 1870 ho was introduced 
to Mr. Gallagher, member for Kootenay, 
at tho Victoria; they were talking of 
tho class of doctors at Kootenay and ho 
(Gallagher) said a great number of them 
were Irish. Witness asked Gallagher if 
ho (Kelly) were in Kootenay what chance 
he would havo of being elected / 
He told him that tho constableship of 
Kootenay was a very good thing and that 
there was nothing to do, Mr. Gallagher 
said that was tho reason it was a good 
thing and if ho was not situated as ho was 
he would like to get it himself. Supposed 
that he meant if he were not a member of 
Parliament he would like to be a consta- 
ble. 

Tho Chief Justice — If he were not Alex- 
ander he would like to bo Diogenes. 
(Laughter.) 

Witness — I met Mr. Humphreys on 
Government atreet and he told me that 
ho had mentioned my application to Mr. 
Elliott for tho constableship and that it 
was all right. I thought if I went to 
Kootenay I should eventually run for the 
district and would have a good chance of 
getting oloeted. I got tho appointment 
and arrired at Kootenay on the 31st of 
July, 1870. I found that amongst the 
population there was a number of 
Irish and there was little or nothing to do. 

Tho Chief Justico — That is most un- 
usual. When Irishmen get together they 
generally give somebody something to do. 

Witness — In August, 1870, I said to 
Gallagher, " Now you might like to get 
thnt ottico of Constable which 1 have, and 
if you wish you could resign and I have 
no doubt you would get it." Ho thanked 
me kindly and said he would take a day 
to consider the matter. After the expira- 
tion of two days ho said ho wouldnot tako 
it; but that ho would be glad to get an 
appointment anywhere outsido of Koote- 
nay district. That ended the talk for 
that time. In August, L877, a man nam- 
ed Goo. Dacres aruived from Victoria in 
Kootonay. Ho had a letter from Mr. 
Elliott to mo stating that Dacres had in- 
formed him (Mr. E.) that Gallagher wish- 
ed to resign and get the constableship. He 
(Mr. Elliott) said, " I will not interfere at 
all in tho mattor," adding, " I havo no 
objection to oblige Gallagher, who, I un- 
derstand, is a very poor man." After that 
I saw Gallagher when he was employed 
on the Mission farm cutting down wheat. 
Father Fouquct keeps tho Mission. I said 
to Gallagher when 1 met him in the woods 
alono, " I am told you wish to resign to 
got tho constableship." He said, " Oh, 
no ! " I roplied, " Well, I am very anx- 
ious to get into Parliament, and if you 
resign I will givo you §1,000 in cash." I 
know that Gallagher was a poor man. I 
said "If I get elected I intond to support 
the Elliott Administration, and I shall 
use any influence I may havo for your 
promotion. If you don't want tho posi- 
tion — you pretend to be a groat friend of 
mine — you need not say anything about it 
and no one will bo a bit tho wiser." Ho 
shook his head, and after some time said: 
" No, I don't think I could tako tho posi- 
tion." That was all we said on tho sub- 
ject. I never had any instructions from 
Mr. Elliott in any shapo or from any 
other person to make Mr. Gallaghor any 
offer or proposal. I novor mentioned any- 
thing about the best situation within the 
gift of the Government. 

The Chief Justice — Perhaps you reserv- 
ed that for yourself. It's only natural if 
you did — keeping of course the next best 
position for your friend. 

Witness — When I got back to town 
(Wild Horse Creek) Dacres told me Gall- 
agher was a fool. Ho would not resign 
anyhow, and it was no good talking to him 
about it. I saw that Dacres understood 
the nature of my conversation with Galla- 
gher. I had a conversation with Father 
Fouquet on the matter and ho said it was 
very wrong of me to offer Mr. Gallagher 
any money and that ho had advised him 
not to take it; but that ho had told him 
to take the constableship if lie could get 
it. I know Father Fouquet had received 
a letter from Mr. Elliott, but ho did not 
tell me so. I knew Mr. Elliott had writ- 
ten to him about land and other things of 
an official nature. I saw the outside of 
the letter when Dacres had it and knew 
that tho address was in Mr. Elliott's 
handwriting. I was aware that Father 
Fouquet had written to the Ministry be- 
cause ho could not get some land matters 
properly settled at the Kootenay agency. 
After my shoit conversation with Daeref; 
when ho told me Gallagher was a fool I 
knew that I could not get him to resign. 
I think Mr. J. Galbraith asked me if I 
had offered Gallagher §1000, and I said: 
" Yes, I did." He said: "Aren't you 
afraid of doing that / " I took it that he 
meant aro you not afraid of opposing the 
Galbraith clique. In Kootenay Mr. Gal- 
lagher has only some five or six support- 
ers. I could have been elected if Gal- 
lagher had resigned, that is if his friends 
supported me and thus prevented the 
G^lbraiths from running the District. I 
knew that if Gallagher resigned and I ran 
in his stead with his support I would get 
five or six Irish votes. 

Mr. Gallagher — Is the gentleman on 
oath ? 

Tho Chief Justice — Tho gentleman is on 
oath. 

The Witness — All tho people in Koot- 
enay thought Gallaghor was a fool except 
a bar-tender in Dacres' saloon, who was a 
very patriotic Irishman and one of Galla- 
gher's five solid men. Kootenay is the 
rottenest borough on the face of tho earth; 
there is nothing in England half as insig- 
nificant as Kootenay. Your Lordships 
will bo perfectly astonished when you hear 
the evidence of another witness or two 
about the bribery and corruption in Koot- 
onay. Tho candidates bought votes for 
beef and whiskey, and tho man who could 
put up the most beef and whiskey and 
givo tho greatest number of clean receipts 
for old debts got oloeted. Every man in 
the district acknowledges that overtures 
had been made to him by candidates. You 
would be surprised if you knew of the cor- 
ruption that is going on. It is well known 
that fivo or six of the men who vote there 
regularly aro not British subjocts at all 



and havo novor taken out their papers in 
tho Supreme Court. They take a kind of 
an oath before a magistrate's' court just 
previous to an election and everybody 
knows what they do it for. 

Tho Chief Justico — And they elect re- 
presentatives who come hero and tax hon- 
est men; and those taxes wo pay gontlo- 
men. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Gallagher — I 
never told you I had tho privilege of giv- 
ing tho constableship to anybody I 
thought proper. I recollect your coining 
to me and I told you you could get tho 
constableship if you resigned. You told 
me just before tho election that Galbraith 
had offered to givo you a writton guaran- 
tee to support Mr. Walkem if you and 
Paddy Quirk would vote for him. I told 
you that if you would take my advice you 
would support the Elliott Ministry as thero 
was no doubt Galbraith intended to bo- 
tray tho constituency. I know that you 
always said you could not accept tho con- 
stableship except when you told mo that 
if you were not fixed as you woro you 
would like the position as there was no- 
thing to do. I heard that in tho evont of 
Walkem's advent to power you expected 
or hoped to get the position of stipendiary 
magistrate. I knew that you could not 
get re-elected without tlie assistance of tho 
Galbraith faction. You only had six 
friends in tho constituency that I know of 
and their names aro Potor McQuade, 
Jimmy Morrissey, Jack Murphy, John 
Russell, Larry Mangan, and Charles Gal- 
lagher. 1 never said that if I was elected 
I would get the Provincial Secretaryship 
but I said that it was vacant and that I 
would havo my chance with tho rest of 
the members for it. I only said so as an 
additional inducement to get you to re- 
sign. I never told any person that I 
would givo §500 if I got the Provincial 
Secretaryship — yes, 1 do remember telling 
Father Fouquet that it was just with- 
in the range of possibility that if 
elected I might get the Provincial Sec- 
retaryship and it' so I would be rich 
enough to give him a subscription to 
aid the school house. Father Fouquet 
said I must not talk to him about money; 
but I don't think ho was really offended 
because I had previously given him §70 in 
aid of tho school house. Ho didn't like 
that 1 should insinuate that if I had his 
influence I would subscribe more. I ao 
remember you telling mo that thero was 
a voter in Kootenay the Dominion of Ca- 
nada could not buy. It is the general 
impression in Kootonay that you aro 
bought body and soul by George Anthony 
Walkem. When you said thero was a man 
in Kootenay the Dominion of Canada 
could not buy you pointed to yourself; 
but I could not believe that such was tho 
case. 

To the Court— I never received any 
letter from Mr. Elliott with referouco to 
the constableship except that one I have 
alluded to. I was not invited by Mr. 
Elliott to come here from San Francisco; 
I came entirely on my own account. Wait 
till your Lordships hear Father Fouquot's 
evidence; I can assure you it will astonish 
the whole Province. 

This concluded the examination of the 
witness, and the Court adjourned.

(Deforo H. 0. Courtney, Esq,.) 

Friday - , July 5th. 

Thomas Stark, charged on suspicion 
with having stolen a gold watch and chain 
and §30 from Mr. King of tho Mousquo- 
taircs saloon, 

Joseph King, being sworn, identified 
tho watch and chain as belonging to him; 
did not see tho watch and chain from 0:30 
p.m. on tho 24th Juno till the 28th Juno, 
when tho officers brought the prisoner into 
tho saloon, and ho then told witness whoro 
ho had hiddon tho watch, and said it was 
on tho Esquimalt road. Ho said ho was 
drunk or ho would not havo taken it; 
ho did not say anything about tho money; 
prisoner staid at tho saloon and know 
tho run of the house. 

Sergeant Bloomtield deposed that on 
27th Juno ho wont into tho Mousquo- 
taires to make some inquiry about tho 
loss of tho watch and chain; saw Stark 
thero; ho called witness and told him ho 
wantod to speak to him ; wont into tho 
back room; prisoner said four men had 
tho property and woro prepared to go over 
tho Sound in a canoe; prisoner refused to 
givo any information as to tho men; short- 
ly after 'J o'clock mot tho prisoner, but ho 
said it was too late, that the men had loft 
in tho ct.noo. Arrested tho prisoner in 
tho presonco of Mr. King, on suspicion; 
About 9:30 p. in. on 23d witness took pris- 
oner from tho gaol and with another ollicor 
went to tho back of tho Mousquotaires; 
felt under the bottom of anoldhouso, but 
not finding it, witness searched and found 
tho watch and chain wrapped up in an old 
sock. 

Tho prisoner pleaded guilty and said ho 
was under tho influence of liquor during 
tho time.

James Houlihan, -charged with shooting 
at Michael Finerty on the morning of the 
21st with intent. 

Mr. Mills appeared for the prosecution, 
and Mr. Robertson for the defence. 

Michael Finerty being sworn, said, in 
answer to Mr. Mills, that about 7 a.m. on 
the 21st of Juno ho was going with a span 
of horses and wagon out to his property 
near the Gordon Head road; tho proper- 
ty is called "Tho Spring Park Farm." 
Witness was just going into tho bush, 
when ho noticed his maro looking to tho 
right hand sido, in consequence of this 
immediately looked back and saw James 
Houlihan walking to tho right hand sido 
of the hind wheel of tho wagon, pointing 
a pistol at him; the prisoner fired; witness 
sprang to ono 'side of the wagon to get 
out of tho way, prisoner firod a second 
shot almost immediately; tho shots did 
not strike witness. At ' tho firing wit- 
ness' horses got frightened, and he jumped 
off tho wagon between the horses and 
wagon on tho right hand side, the same 
Bide as the defendant; ran in at Houlihan 
who Btruck him on the head a blow with 
tho stick produced, and also kicked him 
on the right thigh; witness struck him 
with his head on the chest and knockod 
him down; tho pistol was then in his hand 
and ho pointed it at witness' faco, 
wrenched the stick from tho prisoner and 
struck him across the wrist with it, caus- 
ing him to drop tho rovolvor; identified 
tho pistol produced as tho ono tho prison- 
er lired. There are fivo chambers in tho said 
pistol, throo of which aro now loaded. 
After tho pistol had dropped from Houli- 
han's hand, witness Btruck him on tho 
head, but in doing so slipped and foil on 
his kneo; Houlihan then bit him on tho 
shouldor; witness' coat was in tho wagon. 
The straw hat produced witness had on at 
tho timo of tho firing. After Houlhain 
bit him on tho shoulder witness gave him 
a good thrashing with tho above mon- 
tioned stick. Did not like to kill tho man 
out and out, though he deserved it vory 
much; so then went and picked up tho 
revolver and defendant's hat, which, by 
mistake ho put on in tho placo of his own, 
which was on tho ground; also picked up 
the stick and put it on tho wagon, camo 
out of tho bush, and. on tho way homo 
called at Mr. Harris'. Examined tho re- 
volver on the way to Mr. Harris', where 
he wont to get the bleeding from tho cut 
on his head stopped. Tho defendant 
camo into Harris' yard, and witness went 
into tho house to avoid having another 
row. Did not speak to defendant boforo 
he fired. Had oxamined his straw hat 
and found a hole in it; did not notice the 
holo in the morning. 

John Ash said ho was a Doctor of Med- 
icine, and a member of tho Royal Collego 
of Surgeons; recollected tho last witness 
coming to sco him two or threo weeks 
since about 11 a.m., and to ask about 
somo bruises ho had received. Finerty 
had a wound on tho head caused by some 
blunt instrument; the whole thickness of 
the akin being cut through for about an 
inch' long. Thero woro also sevoral 
bruises about his right thigh. 

To Mr. Robertson. — Tho wound on the 
head was triangular, with the base to- 
wards tho forehead; the skin was Bplit 
through, and thero was swelling round 
the wound, which he would say was re- 
cent, probably indicted within about an 
hour. From tho appearance of tho wound 
it could not havo been inflicted moro than 
two hours previous to his examining it. 
Tho bruises on tho thigh would havo boen 
inflicted about tho samo time; tho skin 
was not broken at all; the bruises were 
not clearly defined; thero was not much 
discoloration; would say thero were threo 
or four distinct bruises extending ovor 
the outer and front part of the thigh, and 
might havo been inflicted during a scuffle 
on the ground. 

Michael Finerty, cross-examined by Mr. 
Robertson, said when ho first saw Houl- 
ihan ho was about 9 or 10 foot away from 
him; tho horses wore walking easily; 
Houlihan was just in tho act of firing at 
tho time witness first saw him; could not 
swear which hand ho held tho pistol in; 
ho held tho stick produced in tho other 
hand. When ho first saw Houlihan, wit- 
ness was half turned towards him, but 
when he saw him about to firo, ho turned 
round towards tho horses; heard tho re- 
port of tho pistol; tho horBcs got a little 
excited and a second shot was fired; did 
not sec Houlihan firo. Tho second shot 
was fired immediately after tho first; tho 
horses were on the run from the first shot; 
lot them go, and jumped off tho wagon 
whilst they were running; looked round 
to seo where Houlihan was, and saw him 
within to 9 feet from him, ho was walk- 
ing towards witness but had not time to walk 
far becaiiBO witness jumped towards him; 
tho horses had run about moro or Icsb, say 
25 steps, before witness jumped off tho 
wagon. Could not tell with which hand 
Houlihan struck him as ho (witness) rush- 
ed at him; did not know at the timo 
that tho shot struck his hat; tho hat had 
no holo in it when he wont out in tho 
morning, Af tor having boon to town went. 



back to the place where tho shooting took 
place; saw the hat on the ground; officer 
Lindsay w:i3 with him then; could not say 
whether he or the officer took up tho hat 
first; noticed the hole in tho hat; could 
not say how ho was wearing the hat on 
that day; never noticed which' way he puts 
his hat on. The pistol at tho time ho 
picked it up was ready to firo; could not 
swear which hand he knocked the pistol 
from; Houlihan was at the time lying on 
the ground on his back. After witness 
struck the pistol from his (defendant's) 
hand and when he (witness) was about to 
strike him with a stick he (witness) slipped 
and defendant sprang up and bit him on 
the shoulder. Have known the defend- 
ant for along while; they worked together 
for five or six weeks last winter and had 
lived together; had never been in partner- 
ship with tho defendant and never had a 
quarrel with him. 

Re-examined— Mr. Mills had laid down 
an information against the defendant for 
taking cord wood from his property, and 
had novor spoken to him since. 

To the Court: Saw Dr. Ash the same 
day as tho row probably two or three 
hours after. * 3 

Officer Lindsay being sworn said that 
on tho 21st of .Juno Mr. Finnerty in com- 
pany with Mr. Drake called at tho Polico 
Barracks; Mr. Drake handed witness the 
pistol produced and a warrant for tho ar- 
rest of the defendant; witness then went 
to execute tho warrant and see whoro tho 
fight occurred; met Dr. Matthews and in 
consequence of what he said, did not exe- 
cute tho warrant. Went out to whoro he 
thought tho row took place; tho prosecu- 
tor was with witness. About 200 yards 
in the wood saw the straw hat now pro- 
duced, lying in tho road; picked up the 
hat and walked back to where prosecutor 
alleged ho saw defendant. While stand- 
ing there tho prosecutor called witness' 
attention to a hole in the hat. About 30 
yards further on there was a coat lying on 
the road; and prosecutor founc? tho stick 
produced this sido of FitzAllen's house 
off the road and inside the fence; prosecu- 
tor found tho stick; there was traces of 
blood in several places on the stick. No- 
ticed that Finnerty's head was cut when 
ho came to the Barracks and also saw 
spots of blood on portions of his cloth- 
ing. On tho way to town stopped at 
Houlihan's house; saw the defendant ly- 
ing in bed and ho appeared to bo in a 
precarious condition at the time. He 
wanted witness to look at the wounds in- 
flicted upon him; and when they removed 
the cloth from his head saw several cuts 
on his head, and also saw several wounds 
and bruises on his body, both his arms 
wore badly bruised; he stated that ou 
that morning tho prosecutor had assaulted 
him in tho bush with a stick of cord wood; 
witness asked him where tho stick of 
cord weed was, and he said thero were 
several sticks around there; the'defendant 
also said that tho prosecutor had used a 
knife on him, and was very particular in 
calling witness' attention to a cut on his 
head and asked witness whether he 
did not think it had been done 
with a knife. Witness told him 
that his story was altogether different 
to Finnerty's who had laid an information 
against him charging him with attempting 
to shoot him. Tho defendant said that 
after tho prosecutor had struck him on 
the head, tho legs and arms, that ho had 
drawn a pistol and ono chamber went off; 
ho did not say he fired it, but impressed 
witness with tho belief that the pistol had 
gone off in 'the struggle. 

Tho case was then adjourned till 11 
a.m. on Monday, bail being allowed in 
tho personal sum of §3000 and two sure- 
ties in the sum of §1,500 each, or four 
sureties in tho sum of §750.

Tho List Fight Ovor Paying tho In- 
demnity. 



THE MONEY APPROPRIATED. 
[New York Tribune Dispatch.] 

Washington, Juno 19th. 
In the House of Reprosenlatives,Mr. 
Atkins, in making tho report from tho 
Conference Committee on the Sundry 
Civil Appropriation Bill, said that he 
did not sign it simply because ho could 
not approve the last section of tho Bill 
making an appropriation for tho Fish- 
eries award. While there were other 
features of the Bill which lie did not 
approve, yet on the whole ho could 
agree to anything else. The Bill as it 
passed tho House, he said, appropriat- 
ed §17,590, ISO; the; Senate amendments 
added $4,484,914, making §22,075,100; 
of this amount §1,000,000 was for de- 
ficiencies. 

Mr. Hewitt said that ho was very sor- 
ry that the Chairman of the Committee 
on Appropriations had refused to sign 
this report, and especially that his "re- 
fusal was based on the reasons given. 
The sum appropriated for paying the 
Halifax award was large; it was larger 
than all the saving tho House had been 
able to make by its days and night3 of la- 
bor. But, eaid ho, thero are tilings that 
arc larger than millions of dollars, and 
among them is a nation's honor. Mr. 
Hewitt then briefly reviewed tho history 
of tho Treaty of Washington, the Geneva 
award and its payment. He said ho was 
glad that he had signed tho report; ho 
would rather humiliate himself in any 
way than go back to the people refusing 
to pay this award on technicalities which 
tho people would not and could not un- 
derstand. 

Mr. Robbins, of North Carolina, said 
he agreed with Mr. Hewitt, and expected 
to vote for this Bill, but ho would like to 
ask why ho did not begin at homo when 
ho was standing up for' the honor of tho 
nation. 

Genoral Butlor was then given ten min- 
utos in which to make a speech against 
tho paymont of tho Fisheries award. His 
argument was based on tho lack of bono* 
fits received under the treaty. 

Mr. Halo followed with an eloqunt 
speech in favor of the payment of tho 
Halifax award, ending by tho' assertion 
that it was better to pay this money in a 
manly, straightforward way, than to lcavo 
tho question open for future negotiation. 
It was in some sense the prico of poaco, 
and if a war had occurred between tho 
Unitod States and Great Britain tho cost 
of it would have made this fivo and a half 
millions dwindle into insignificance. 

Tho great speech of tho debate was 
mado by General Garfield. Ha hoped 
that tho House would put out of mind all 
technicalities, and all questions of money, 
and think that here to-night, within twen- 
ty minutes, they were to close the diplo- 
macy of tho war. England had foldod 
hor arms and rofusod to lend us a dollar of 
money. Franco had soized upon a sister 
Republic. Then diplomacy stepped in, 
and first it tlirew Franco upon its outgon- 
oralled Napoleon. Then a great difficulty 
with England occurred, and tho Trout af- 
fair Heomcd at one timo ready to involvo 
ub in a war. Finally all our difficulties 



with that nation were submitted to arbi- 
tration. We have carried every point of 
our diplomacy except tho last. "Why," 
he exclaimed, "gamblers pay their gam- 
bling debts, I am told, and shall not a 
proud nation keep its engagements ? I 
should bo ashamed if we did not put this 
money in tho hands of tho President, but 
haggled over it and allowed tho honor of 
the nation to bo tarnished." 

Tho debate was closed by a speech of 
five minutes in length, made by Mr. S. S. 
Cox, which was almost dovoid of point. 
Several attempts were made to secure tho 
yeas and nays on the question of agreeing to 
tho report of tho Committeoof Conference, 
but they were unsuccessful and it was 
adopted. 

English, Mail. 



[Per steamer Sir James Douglas.] 
The largest fire-engine station in tho 
world has just been opened in London 
at a cost of £70,000. It is in the South- 
wark Bridge road. There will be fifty 
engines there 'And 400 men. 

The Paris Exhibition has now com- 
pleted tho first month of its existence. 
It has proved so far a great pecuniary 
success, tho receipts during that time 
having amounted to Xf)2,000 sterling. 

About 8,000 tons of stool, rails have 
just been shipped from Barrow for 
Montreal, Canada. Several heavy car- 
goes havo already been sent over the 
Atlantic this season, and others are to 
follow. 

Captain Burnnbv, author of tlu; "ride 
to Khiva," has been asked by the Birm- 
ingham Conservatives to stand for that 
borough at the next election. The Con- 
servatives intend to bring forward two 
candidates. • 

Sir Titus Salt, Sons and Co. of Sal- 
taire, have issued a notice to their work- 
people to the effect that, owing to the 
state of trade, some deduction of wages 
will bo mado after tho present week. 
Tho deduction it is stated will in gen- 
eral be about 5 per cent. 

At a meeting of the London School 
Board, Sir Charles Reed presiding, 
tho debate on mixed education has con- 
cluded in favor of Mrs. R. Miller's 
motion instructing the School Manage- 
ment Committeo that no' inalo teacher 
be in future allowed to take charge as 
tho head teacher of tho girl's depart- 
ment of a school without the special 
permission of the Board being first ob- 
tained. 

The Dublin town council, in conse- 
quence of Lord Beaconsiield's recent re- 
fusal to receive a deputation on the 
Irish education question, has passed a 
resolution that the Lord Mayor should 
carry to tho bar of the House of Com- 
mons the resolutions adopted on pri- 
mary, intermediate, and University ed- 
ucation at tho late llotuntla meeting in 
Dublin, in which a charter and endow- 
ment for the Roman Catholic Univer- 
sity were once more claimed. 

In several parts of London burial- 
grounds aro being ornamentally laid 
out in rapid succession, and one of these 
has just been opened by the Right Hon. 
W. Cowpcr-Temple. It is the spacious 
church-yard of St. Joint's, Waterloo 
Road, a short distance over Waterloo 
Bridge. A new public recroation 
ground of seventeoivacres in extent, at 
Sydenham, has also been opened by tho 
chairman of tho Lewisham Local 
Board, in whose district it is situated. 
The purchase-monoy for the land was 
.£S,500. 

The Sportsman says that Bonnie 
Scotland, by Thormanby out of Blue 
Bell, immediately previous to running 
in the Derby, was sold by Robert Peck 
to Lord Rosebery. The price did not 
transpire, but it was rumored that the 
conditions of tho sale were £G,000 for 
the horso, wi|h an addition of .£4,000 
in caso of victory and further contin- 
gencies. 

The Rev. A. M. Mackonochio, who 
did not appear to answer to the pro- 
ceedings taken against him in the 
Arches Court, has applied to tho 
Queen's Bench for a rule calling upon 
Mr. Martin, the promoter of the suit 
against him, and Lord Penzance, to 
show cause why they should not be 
prohibited from proceeding with tho 
writ of suspension which was pronoun- 
ced against the rev. gentleman on the 
1st inst. His contention is that an 
Ecclesiastical Court has no power to 
interfere by summary process with a 
clerk's free-hold. The rule was grant- 
ed. 

Sir Henry Thompson, according to the 
Times, demontrated the value of the 
microphone (tho recent invention of 
Professor Hughes) for discovering the 
existence of stone in the bladder, how- 
ever small the particle might be, in 
operating on a patient on Saturday in 
the presence of Mr. Erichsen and other 
medical men. By an application of 
tho samo method the presence of a bul- 
let or other foreign body, or of diseased 
bone at tho bottom of a deep wound, 
may be detected. 

The new regulations exposing debtors 
in gaol to tho usual prison treatment 
of criminals have had to give way to 
the popular discontent. " On Thurs- 
day morning," says the Telegraph, "the 
prisoners for debt and for 'contempt of 
Court' at Holloway gaol were sum- 
mo'ned into the presonce of the Govern- 
or, and a circular was read to them an- 
nouncing that by the authority of the 
Home Secretary the practice of locking 
up tho debtors in solitary cells for an un- 
conscionable number of hours every day 
would be discontinued. In conse- 
quence of this sensible reconsideration 
on tho part of tho authorities in White- 
hall of a most harsh and unfeeling 
code of rules the detenus in Holloway 
Prison have been restored to their 
privilego of walking in the- grounds 
and circulating in the corridors up to 
eight o'clock nt night; and the final 
locking of the cell doors docs not take 
place until nearly ten. Many of the 
restrictions imposed on visitors, and on 
the dispatch and reception of letters, 
have likewise been removed, and fur- 
ther relaxations of the obnoxious rules 
are expected." 

A name known in Canada to many ap- 
pears in tho obituary list, viz., that of 
the Rev. Dr. McKerrow, of Manches- 
ter, ex-Moderator of the Presbyterian 



Church of Englund. He has died at 
the ripe old age of seventy-five. For 
more than fifty years lie had taken a 
prominent part in public affairs in 
Manchester. His year of office as 
moderator of tho Presbyterian Church 
of England had only just closod. 
Many years ago ho was one of tho 
founders of the Manchester Voluntary 
Church Association, afterwards merg- 
ed into the Anti-State Church Associ- 
ation, now the Liberation Society.
